As outlined in Tur Taurus last Sun- 
day, the note reiterates insistence upon 


Compliance with the president's original 


demands, but in language considerably 
milder than that Mr. Wileon employed in 


his first communication. 


Refuses to Change Stand. 

After asserting that the Austrian ad- 
e pr, Officially admitted violating the 
rules of war, the note says that the gov- 
ernment of the United States therefore 
finds no other course open to it but to 
hold the imperial and royal government 
responsible for the act of its naval com- 
mander and to renew the definite but re- 
epectful demands made in its communi- 
cation of Dec. 6, 1015.“ 

Those demands were that the Ausirian 
government disavow the sinking of the 
Ancona, punish the submarine command- 
er, and pay an indemnity for the nine 
American lives lost. 

The president expresses the hope that 


this statement of the case will enable 


the imperia! and royal government to per- 
ceive the juetice of those demands and 
to comply with them in the same spirit 
of frankness and with the same concern 
for the good relations now existing be- 
tween the United States and Austria- 
Hungary which prompted the govern- 
ment of the United States to make them.” 


Silent on Future Action. 

It is pointed out that the president re- 
frained from committing himself to any 
course of action in the event of Austria 
refusing to accede to his demands. He 
throws out a vague hint of ahe fmpair- 
ment of relations, but does not say that 

ne would break off diplomatic intercourse 


with Vienna. 


The general comment here since publi- 


cation of the text is that in adopting a 


more temperate tone the president is 


_ geeking to abate the resentment aroused 


in Vienna by his original communica- 
tion. The fact that his political advisers 
are inspiring reports that the rejoinder 
is designed to be an ultimetum is re- 
garded as mystifying except by those 
who believe that the administration is 
convinced Austria will yield and that the 
Democratic jontare then will credit the 
president’s “ ultimatum ’’ with winning 
another diplomatic victory.” 


Expect Friendly Settlement. 
The informal conferences between Sec- 
retary Lansing and Baron Zwiedinek 
bave strengthened the confidence in offi- 
cial Teutonic circles that, despite the 
stern attitude adopted by the president 


in his formal notes, there will be an amica- 


ble settlement of the dispute. The view 
of these officials is that both the Austrian 
and American notes are framed for home 
consumption and the production of politi- 
cal capital and therefore should be ig- 
nored in the actual negotiations fora set- 
tlement. 

There is increasing criticiem here of 
the course adopted by the president in 
dealing with Austria. Democratic sena- 
tors are heard condemning the action of 
Mr. Wilson in rushing headlong into a 
dispute with Austria before ascertaining 
fully the facts in the Ancona case and 
before the Amegjcan nationality of the 
victims had been established. 


Germany Refuses One Plea. 

Germany has informed the United 
States that when its submarines sink 
merchant vessels, no greater measure of 
safety for persons aboard can be fur- 
nished than that provided by lifeboats. 

This is the purport of Germany's last 
communication on the Frye case, which 
was r today by the state depart - 
ment. 

Germany has agreed to pay an indem- 
nity for the sinking of the William P. 
Frye, and the amount is to be fixed by 
experts. At the same time Berlin pro- 
posed that the question whether the sink- 
ing of this vessel violated the treaty of 
1828 be submitted to arbitration, but re-

IN ANCONA DISPUTE 


“| ASHINGTON, | D. 0. Dec. 20— 
Following is the text of Amer- 


reply on the Ancona case: 
The government of the United States 
has received the note of your excellency 


| relative to the sinking of the Ancona, 


Which was delivered at Vienna on Dec. 
15, 1915, and transmitted to Washington, 
and has given the note immediate and 
careful consideration. 

On Nov. 15, 1915, Baron Zwiedinek, 
the chargé d'affaires of the imperial and 
royal government at Washington, trane- 
mitted to the department of state a report 
of the Austro-Hungarian admiralty with 
regard to the sinking of the steasnship 
Ancona, in which it was admitted that 
the vessel was torpedoed after its engines 
had been stopped and when passengers 
were still on board.

“This admission alone is, in the view 
of the government of the United States, 
sufficient to fix upon the commander of 
the submarine which fired the torpedo 
the responsibility for having willfully 
violated the recognized law of nations and 
entirely disregarded those humane prin- 
ciples which every belligerent should ob- 
serve in the conduct of war at sea. 

“In view of these admitted circum- 
stances the government of the United 
States feels justtfied in holding that the 
details of the sinking of the Ancona, the 
weight and character of the additional 
testimony corroborating the admiralty’s 
report, and the number of Americans 
killed or injured are in no way essential 
matters of discussion.

“The culpability of the commander is 
in any case established, and the undis- 
puted fact is that citizens of the United 
States were killed, injured, or put in 
jeopardy by his lawless act. 

The rules of international law and the 
principles of humanity which were thus 
willfully violated by the commander of 
the submarine have been so long and so 
universally recognized and are so mani- 
fest from the stafidpoint of right and 
justice that the government of the United 
States does not feel called upon to debate 
them and does not understand that the 
imperial government questions or dis- 
** them. 


The government tof the United States,

THE PROBATION SYSTEM. 

When Ameritan communities place less reliance 
upon legislation as a cureall and more insistence 
upon law enforcement, they will have made the long- 
government. 

Mr. Hyde's article today en che working of the 
probation system provides some striking examples of 
this truism. The probation law is a conspicuous 
victim of our preference for passing laws over ad- 
ministering them. The probation system is an evil 
in amiable disguise unless provision is made for its 
intelligent operation. For some time there have 
been too few probation officers. Now that this has 
been madle good for the time being, another vital de- 
fect is thrown into relief. The law provides against 
probation without investigation, but the law is 
neglected. Therefore we have offenders turned out 
who ought to be kept under control and many 
crimes and misdemeanors are found to be the acts 
of men or boys on parole. 

No judge should put an offender on probation 
until after the probation officers have investigated 
his or her case. | 7 | 


MILITARY ‘SERVICE’ OR ‘TRAINING.’ 

The outbreak in the English parliament over con- 
scription ought to be easily understood in this 
country. The whole thing apparently centers chiefly 
about the use of words. 

The government and the opposition seem agreed, 
as Redmond puts it, that they should stick at noth- 
ing caleulated to bring the war to a successful con- 
clusion. And Mr. Redmond adds in the same breath 
that he will fight conscription to the last ditch , 

The trouble with conscription is that it 1s an ugly 
It implies that anybody will be yanked from. 
his fireside and made to do duty in the trenches. 
Mr. Redmond and the rest then proceed to assert 
that the English and the Irish are free people. What 
these leaders are afraid of is not, apparently, that 
every ond will serve in the army. They desire that 
every one serve the goverument in his most useful 
capacity. But they are afraid of conscription. 
They are Willing to apply every social pressure to 
individuals to serve the government, but they are 
afraid to suggest that the government should be per- 
mitted to choose the men who can serve best. 

« The Derby plan apparently has all the defects of 
the volunteer system and most of the irksome fea- 
tures of conscription, with few of its advantages. 
But its one great advantage is that by it the Eng- 
Ush are able to deceive themselves into thinking that 
there is no conscription. They have made the process

But in chis country the situation is even worse. 
We are attempting to find nice words to express un- 
pleasant necessities: Those of us who are not outright 
pacifists and believers in peace at any price have

But unless universal training means universal serv- 
ice it means something almost too absurd to be con- 
sidered. Universal training would mean that in 
time of peace we would educate soldiers and build 
up an organization, but that in time of war we 
would call for volunteers.

SIGNING PETITIONS. 

The board of pardons has done credit to itself 
and a service to the community by refusing to cut 
down by pardon the term of a convict whose for- 
geries, largely committed at the expense of his 
friends and innocent associates, involved a loss of 
$1,600,000. Under the law his conviction for one 
of the ten thousand separate offenses charged against 
him carried a penitentiary term of from one to four- 
teen years. Olemency was urged on the ground that 
he had served within a year of the maximum time 


that he did not bite any one within reach, try to 
escape, or burn down the jail. The board evidently 
decided that if forgery on the gigantic scale, con- 
tinuing ruthlessly through years, was not to be pun- 
ished in the maximum terms, the statute might as 
well be repealed. 

The moral effect of a contrary decision could not 
but bave been bad, and the board did its plain duty. 
But how about the 150 sitting judges, former judges, 
and attorneys who signed the petition for the crim- 
inal’s release? 

The truth is that most men will sign anything 
exept a promissory note or a subscription list. 
That is, as private citizens, our right, although very 
often it is not our duty: But in this case a more 
serious color is given the offense by the participation 
of sitting judges who by reason of their official char- 
acter and responsibilities ought to show more care. 
It is sentimentally unpleasant and in some cases 
politically hazardous, or at least embarrassing, to 
stand out against pressure for clemency to offenders. 
| But the duty is especially clear in the case of men 
charged with the administration of the law, whose 
influence should not be thrown lightly into the scale.

EXCESSIVE FATIGUE IN WAR. 
RLE. in a ‘“ Mechanistic View of 
* gives the follow- 

ing account of the immediate ef- 
fects of excessive fatigue. 

The complete exhaustion of the 
men in the retreat from Mons to Marne 
is told by Dr, Gros. When the ambulance 
arrived at Meaux at midnight they found 
the town in utter darkness. Not a sound 
was heard in the street; not a light was 
geen. They called, they shouted in vain, 
they tried to arowse some one. At last 
they succeeded ig arousing the nrayor, to 
whom they said: Can you tell us in what 
village we will find the wounded?” The 
mayor replied: “ My village te full of 
wounded. I will show you.” 

They threaded their way to a school 
Pushing open the door they 


They were tying on a hard floor 
or on bits of straw. Not a groan, nota 
motion, not a complaint—only sleep. 
There was a sleepy indifference to every- 
thing in life. They had reached the stage 
of uncénditional exhaustion and desired 
only to be left alone.

Dr. Gros’ ambulance corps took the 
worst cases first. These were soldiers 
with shattered legs and arms, some with 
compound fractures, some with penetrat- 
ing wounds of the abdomen and chest. 
They made little or no complaint on being 
picked up in ambulances and transported, 
Thus, goaded by shot and shell and the 
ever advancing army; for nine days with- 
out adequate sleep or food; in constant 
fear of capture, and finally wounded 
more dead than alive, these men came to 
the hospital and thus they slept on while 
their wounds were dressed. | 

After deep sleep for two or three days. 
during which they wanted neither food 
nor drink, they began to be conectous of 
their surroundings. They asked ques- 
tions, they experienced pain. they had 
discomforts and wants; they had returned 
from the abysmal! oblivion of sleep.

The unvaried testimony of the soldiers 
was that every one at times slept on the 
march. They passed through villages 
asleep. When sleep deepened and they 
began to reel, they were awakened by 
comrades. Asleep many were captured. 

That the artillerymen slept on horse- 
back was evidenced by the fact that every 
man lost his cap. 

Prof. Cannon of Harvard has shown us 
the mechanism by which the tired brain 
grounds its wires and thus saves itself 
from total annihilation. Sleep rehooks 
the wires to the muscles and normal ac- 
tivity is resumed. This process probably 
ie not limited to the wires which run to 
muscles. Under excessive fatigue the 


body are grounded until sleep can restore 
the drain. 
The ultimate effeete of fatigue are 


blood pressure, apoplexy, heart and kid- 
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ney disease, diabetes, neurasthenia, in- 
ganity. The examples cited from Crile’s 
book are extreme.

“I notice that whenever I have one of 
these itching spellse—end they are quite 
frequent—it is invariably followed by s 
headache; in fact, I can always tefl be- 
forehand when I am going to be troubied 
by headache by the unusually violent 
itching of the scalp. I generally use 
stift hairbrush to scratch with and for a 
time used a wire brush for that purpose, 
but it was too harsh and almost scratched 


the scalp raw, my hair being very thin. 


“I presume that the cause of this itch- 
ing la the feverish condition of my head: 
will sey that I have been subject to head- 
aches as far back as I can remember, and 
that covers a period of sixty years, and 
have tried pretty much everything I have 
ever seen advertised for the relief of 
headache, besides getting a number of dif- 
ferent doctor's prescriptions, but seem- 
ingly to very little purpose.

History of Federal Licata 
One Battle After Another 


HICAGO men, Chicago capital, and 


’ two of the most popular ball play- 


ers that ever wore Chicago uni- 
forms made the Federal league. 
Jim Gilmore and Charley Weegh- 
man really were responsible for the 
growth of the independent organization 
to a league of major pretensions. Joe 
Tinker and Mordecai Brown, mainstays 


of Frank Chance’s famous old Cub ma- 


chine, were the first real stars to leap to 
the outlaws, and their example more 
than anything else gave other ball play- 
ers courage enough to cast their lot with 


| the invaders. 


Gilmore broke into the Federal league 
in the midst of its first season, during 
1913. That year the circuit was formed 


| by John T. Powers of Chicago, a perennial 


baseball promote¥. In everything but the 
size of its cities the league deserved rank- 
ing of about class D as a minor circuit. 
Six clubs composed the origina! league— 
Chicago, St. Louis, Pittsburgh, Cleve- 


land, Indianapolis, and Covington, Ky. 


Gilmore Ousts Powers, 

Barly in its career the local club ran 
into financial storm and so suc- 
ceeded in interesting Gilmore. He raised 
enough coin to pull through the season, 
after first ousting Powers and having 
himself appointed temporary president 
of the association. Before the season 
ended the Covington team was trans- 
ferred to Kansas City and the six clubs 
which wound up the 1913 campaign fur- 
nished the nucleus for the real Federal 
league which waged war against organ- 
ized baseball for two years. 

Dec, 27, 1913, is the Fourth of July in 
the history of the baseball war. Gilmore 
called a league meeting at the Chicago 
Athletic association on that day and hee 
are some of the things that happened: 

Charles H. Weeghman assumed the 
presidency of the Chicago club. 

Joe Tinker signed as manager of the 
Chicago club. 

Mordecai Brown eigned to manage 
the St. Louis club. 

Gilmore announced an eight club 
circuit — Chicago, Pittsburgh, St. 
Louls, Indianapolis, Kansas City, 
Baltimore, Buffalo, and Toronto. 


Williams Jumps to Whales. 
Bewildering developments followed the 
first big coup of the outlaws. Withina 
month Weeghman had secured Chariey 
Williams, for years connected with the 
Cubs, as his secretary. From all over 
the country came reports of big leagun 


stars signing with the independents ;— 


Most of these stories failed to develop, 


J] but they kept the invaders in the me- 


light. 

Gilmore and Weeghman raised large 
wads of cash among their friends at the 
Chicago Athletic association. Ed Gwin- 
ner, reputed to bea millionaire, had taken 
the Pittsburgh club, and Otto Stifel and 
Phil Ball, both plutocrats, agreed to back 
the venture in St. Louis. Toronto could 
not meet the financial considerations in- 
sisted upon and its failure gave the Fed- 
eral league its real “ angel "~Robert B 
Ward, now dead. That gave the league 
the four cities which carried the brunt 
of the disastrous war. 


Ward Enters the Game. 

It was Gilmore that induced Ward to 
get into baseball. He approached the 
baking king, who was known to be a 
hardened baseball fan, and after his first 
proposition Ward replied: 

I' come in if I can get as much ad- 
vertising out of it as Weeghman of Chi- 
cago is getting.” 

Gilmore convinced Ward that advertis- 
ing was forced upon baseball magnates, 


and Ward went in, hook, line, and sinker. 


Training time came around, and all the 
Fed clubs started south with quorums 
which included a few real stars. Here 
in Chicago Weeghman and his associates 
leased a big plot of land up north and 
their park grew up almost overnight. It 


was built in six weeks, and stands a 


monument to the nerve and energy of 
| Weeghman. In Brooklyn the Ward in- 


‘terests duplicated the feat, and the 
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1914, with eight clubs, eight towns, and 
eight parks. 

Because they were a novelty the Feds 
drew big crowds at the start. But as 
the season advanced and the Boston 
Braves saved the National league and, 
incidentally, the American league by 
their remarkable spurt, fans lost interest 
in the third circuit. The Fed season end- 
ed with a series between Chicago and In- 
dianapolis, on which the pennant hinged. 
but only minor league crowds turned out 
to see the climax, in which Indianapolis 
won the flag. Undoubtedly all the outlaw 
clubs lost heavily in their first season. 


Sinclair Becomes Interested. 

More sinews of war, in the shape of 
cash, came to the ald of the outlews in 
the winter of 1914-'15. Harry Sinclair, 
Oklahoma oil millionaire, was sold a fran- 
chise which he transferred to Newark. 
The Kansas City club was turned over 
to him first, because the club owed the 
league considerable money advanced to 
pay players salaries in 1914. But Kansas 
City started a court fight and retained its 
club, and a compromise finally was ef- 
fected by which Sinclair got the Indian- 
apolis champions. 

At this time the Feds threw their big- 
gest bomb into the ranks of organized 
baseball by filling a trust suit h which 
they charged O. B. was all that the oppos- 
ing lawyers used to call the Standard Oil 
company. That suit was heard before 
Judge Kenesaw M. Landis in the federal 
court here, and dragged for nearly a 
week. Judge Landis deferred his deci- 
sion and never did hand down an opinion. 
The withdrawal of the suit was one of the 
factors in the final settlement of the base- 
ball war. Practically all the previous 
sults filed in the cases of playere who 
jumped to the Feds from O. B. hinged 
upon Judge Landis’ ruling. — 


Peace Talk in 1914. 
Peace talk had started even before the 
1914 season ended. During that fall 
Weeghinan and his backers attempted to 
purchase the Cubs from Charles P. Taft, 
but are said to have failed because Taft 


1014, with eight clubs, eight towns, and 


listened to the advice of Charles W. Mur- 


phy. thioush whose strategy he had made 
a fortune in baseball. 

Adverse weather, the revival of the 
White fox here, the surprising showing 
of Philadelphia and Brooklyn in the Na- 
tional lnague, and a general depression 
in baseball all combined to make their 
second season a costly venture for the 
outlaws. ' 

Joe Tinker won the 1915 Federal flag 
for Weeghman in a finish that never can 
be eclipsed. The race was decided by a 
double header with Pittsburgh at Weegh- 
man park on the last day of the season. 
Tinker won the pennant by taking one 
of the two games. A crowd officially an- 
nounced at 34,21? saw the climax. Many 
thought the Federal league had arrived 
at last, but those who knew the financial 
situation in the circuit knew better. 

With nearly every ball club in the coun- 
try losing money, there were repeated 
overtures for. peace during 1915. Mat- 
ters had reached almost a compromise 
basis months ago, but the hostility of 
Ban Johnson chiefly and the American 
league in a lesser degree delayed the 
truce. 


Threaten to Invade New York. 

What is now believed to have been the 
Federal league’s last bluff, and a bluff 
that probably hastened the end of the 
war, was the threat to build a park in 
New York and install a club there next 
season. Sinclair, Gwinner, and Ball ac- 
tually secured an option on an ideal loca- 
tion on Manhattan island. Only a few 
weeks ago Sinclair vieited Chicago and 
kept the sport pages flooded with warlike 
conversation which no one who knew the 
inside of the situation beHeved for a mo- 
ment. R. B. Ward died last October, and 
his heirs decided they had lost enough 
money in baseball. To start next season 
the league would have had to find a new 


“angel” for the Brooklyn club..

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‘Record in Anarchist Arrest 
unt Trunk * 


Former Lieutenant of Police James H 
Bonfield, a resident of Chicago sine 
1844, died yesterday at his residence 


63883 Evans avenue. He was a member 


of the police department thirty years, re- 
tiring in 1901. 

Born at Buffalo, N. Y., on Christmas 
day. 1842, Bonfield was brought to Chi- 
cago a baby by his parénts. The family 
settled in what was called Bridge 
port.“ An elder brother, John Bonfield, 
joined the police department in 1877 and 
arose to the rank of inspector. The de- 
cedent was appointed a patrolman in 
1881 and assigned to detective duty in the 
Twenty-second street district. He pos- 
sessed unusual ability in this line of police 
work, and for years he was regarded one 


ok the first thief catchers in the west. 


Anarchists Taken by Him. 

Probably the most celebrated arrests 
made by him were those of August Spie; 
end Michael Schwab, the anarchists 
They were captured by Bonfield in a raid 
on the Arbeiter Zeitung office following 
the bomb throwing in Haymarket square. 
Spies was executed and Schwab wus 
ven life imprisonment. He was par- 
dened by Gov. Altgeld. Bonfield maaz 
numerous other arrests n the case of the 
anarchists. 

Another celebrated case in which Bon- 
feld did exceptional detective work was 
the Italian trunk murder of 1885. Philip 


'. Caruso. a fret vender. was murdered in 


a house on Tilden avenue, a short street 
or the west side through which runs the 
Metropolitan elevated railroad. He was 
slain in a barber’s chair. The body was 
put in a trunk and shipped to Pittsburgh. 


Bonfield Sets to Work. 
Without any tangible clew, Bonfield set 


to work on the mystery. and soon proved 


the identity of the body. The three mur- 
derers were arrested, one of them being 
intercepted In New York as he was leav- 
ing for Italy. All of them were executed. 

Bonfield had an exciting experience in 
1863 as a union soldier. He was scouting 
at Bayou Lafouche, La., and was cap- 
tured by the enemy. He shot and killed 
his captor, with whom he was riding a 
short distance behind the company of 
guerrillas. Astride of a fleet footed horse, 
he outdistanced his pursuers, and soon 
was within the union lines, having been 
a prisoner about two hours. 

During the first year of the war he was 
body guard to Gen. McClellan. At Wil- 
liamburg, after the evacuation of York- 
town, Bonfield was riding alongside the 
Prince de Joinville, who was on McClel- 
jan’s staff, and was shot in the mouth by 
a glancing bullet.

him by the government for his services as 
a soldier.

DIVERT RELIEF 


500 Families in Monastir in 
Need; Charity Is 
Misused.

MUNASTIR, Nov. 14.—An American 
doctor here makes the prediction that 
this winter will see starvation in Serbia 
on a larger scaie than has ever before 
been seen. 

There are now 500 families in Monastir 
who are actually starving. Later in the 
winter this number will be increased and 
every town and village will be filled with | 
hungry people. All kinds of supplies of 
food and medicine and clothing will be 
required, and generous people could not 
do better than to help to their utmost to 
relieve this condition. 

The tirat requisite, however, in the mat- 
ter of giving relief to Serbia is to see that 
reliable and responsible agencies are 
| selected for the proper distribution of 
these supplies. One hears the most ap- 
palling stories of dishonesty and incom- 
petence regarding the funds and supplies 
that have been sent from America in the 
past. 2 

Selling Relief Supplies. 

An American doctor told me that there 
were warehouses in Nish full of medical 
and food supplies sent from America 
that had never been distributed, owing to 
lack of organization in the Serbian capi- 
tal. Most of these supplies have now 
falien intd the hands of the Bulgars. An- 
other doctor, an American, told me that 

and cigars sent for the soldiers 
had been divided among the officers and 
that large quantities of relief goods were 
on sale in private shops in Nish. There 
was evidence of shameful dishonesty and 
graft on the part of the officials, but per- 
haps a more charitable view would be 
that the fault was due mainly toa pitiful 
incompetence. | 

This comment must not be construed. 
as an @ffort to discourage help for the 
Serbians. The help should come, end in 
great quantities very soon, and every one 
who hates to see a woman and child guf- 
fer from actual hunger should help to 
his greatest capabilities. The one point 
of prime importance is that people should 
give and the next point, of almost equal 
importance, is that the stuff that is given 
should be properly and honestly distribut- 
ed. There is no sense in sending supplies 
which are either dfverted from their rea! 
purpose or allowed to lie in warehouses 
because of poor organization.

Up and down the lake shore and far 
into the western suburbs of Chicago there 
are reports of hundreds of victims of 
colds, the grip, and influenza, ‘and the 
numbers are steadily increasing. — 

Phyetcians comment on the prevalence 
of the disease and advise caution against 
contagion. 

Teachers Confined to Homes. 
Superintendent of Schools John D. 
Shoop announced yesterday that during 
the last few days the calls for substitute 
teachers to take the place of regular 
teachers confined to their homes by colds. 
the grip, or influenza, have grown to an 
alarming degree. Many hundreds of 
children are ‘confined to their homes by 
colds in the head, according to Super- 
Intendent Shoop. 

Reports of the day showedeighty-three 
substitute teachers were sent to take the 
placés of as many regular teachers, who 
remained at home ill with colde and simi- 
lar ailments.
